This excessively rare volume is a kind of Collection of Voyages, 
which is not only the first in the French language, but is also ante¬ 
cedent to all other collections of the kind, with the one exception of 
the famous Paesi. It consists of Peter Martyr’s first three Decades 
reduced to French; followed by three Narrations, the first being a 
version of the De Insults noviter repertis of Basle, 1521, which was the 
pirated first edition of Peter Martyr’s fourth Decade ; and the second 
and third are derived from the two letters of Cortes printed at 
Nurnberg in 1524. 

The three Decades are dedicated to Charles Due of Angouleme, 
and the three Narrations to bis sister Marguerite de France. They 
were the children of Francis I, and at that time only ten and nine 
years old, respectively.

“ Here is-one very considerable Town, first built by the Dutch, and called New- 
Amsterdam, which name is now changed to New-York: It is well seated both for 
Trade, Security, and Pleasure, in a small Isle called Mahatan, reguarding the Sea, 
made so by Hudsons-River, which severeth it from Long-Island, which said River is 
very commodious for Shipping, and is about two Leagues broad. The Town is large, 
containing about five hundred well-built Houses; and for Civil Government, it hath a 
Mayor, .Alderman, a Sheriff, and Justices of the Peace for their Magistrates. For the 
further security of this Town, here is raised a Fort called James-Fort, which is very 
strong, and well Defended . , . The Town is Inhabited by the English, and Dutch, 
and hath a considerable Trade with the Indians, for the Skins of Elks, Deer, Bears

In his preface he calls the book “ this first translation of a Classic iu 
this Western World," and he wishes it may prove “a happy omen that 
Philadelphia shall become the seat of the American Muses.”

This fine and perfect copy, in the original binding, of one of the 
most sought for of American books, is of paramount importance on 
account of its associations. 

THE BOOK BELONGED TO NATHANIEL HAWTHORNE, 
and has been the property of the Hawthorne family of Salem for more 
than two hundred and twenty-five years. The name of the first 
emigrant of the name is at the top of the title-page: 

William Hawthorne Senior, his booke, 1677. 

The first owner has been described in the Introduction to The 
Scarlet Letter ': 

“ This grave, bearded, sable-cloaked, and steeple-crowned pro¬ 
genitor,—who came so early, with his Bible and his sword, and trod 
the unworn street with such a stately foot, and made so large a figure, 
as a man of war and peace.” 

The second owner was his son, not less famous, the “ witch-judge ” 
of Salem. His autograph is at the bottom of the title-page : 

John Hathorne his Booke. 

The same autograph occurs on both fly-leaves, front and back, the 
last with the date 1682 added. Of him his descendant in The Scarlet 
Letter says.: 

He “ inherited the persecuting spirit, and made himself so con¬ 
spicuous in the martyrdom of the witches, that their blood may fairly 
be said to have left a stain upon him. So deep a stain, indeed, that 
his old dry bones in the Charter Street burial-ground, must still retain 
it, if they have not crumbled utterly to dust! ” 

The book seems next to have descended to John Hathome’s son 
Joseph, whose autograph is on the leaf of “ license ” : 

Joseph Hathorne His Book 1739/40 
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He seems to have been a man of qniet, peaceful pursuits and -was, 
acoording to Hawthorne’s biographer,- known as “ Farmer Joseph.” 

Other members of the family who have written their names in the 
hook are: “ John Hathorne” and “ J.Hathorne, Junr.” both differing 
from the signature of the “ witch-judge,” one probably that of his 
son, the other of his grandson; “ William Hathorne, His Book. 
Parama[ri]bo, December ye 12-1716,” probably the son of William 
Hawthorne, first, and brother of John Hawthorne, first, and a sea 
captain ; “ Nathaniel Hathorne ” several signatures, one dated “ March 
ye 12th 1789/90,” probably the grandson of Joseph Hathorne and the 
father of the author. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne, author of The Scarlet Letter , came into pos¬ 
session of the book in 1838, and his autograph signature, accompanied 
in each case by the date 1838, is found in four places in the volume. 

On the blank leaf which completes signature “ n ” he has written : 

Nath 1 Hawthorne’s Book, 

given him by his Kinswoman, 

Miss Susan Ingersoll. 1838.

From Major William Hawthorne, the founder of the family, who 
himself led more than one expedition against the Indians, to Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, most retiring and gentlest of men, is a far cry—but this 
book has passed from one to the other, through what hands and under 
what circumstances the names of intermediate owners enable us partly 
to guess. 

While the map, which has been mounted on linen, is the genuine 
and original one belonging to the book, it has been a little damaged in 
the folds. There is no evidence in the volume that it originally had 
a map. 

John Foster was the first printer in Boston, having set up a press 
there as early as 1675, by permission of the General Court in an order 
passed at the May session of 1674.

Extraordinarily rare. Sir William Talbot thinks: “ It is clear 
from this book, that the long looked for discovery of the Indian Sea 
does nearly approach, and that Carolina presumes, that the accom¬ 
plishment of this glorious designe is reserved for her.” Lederer, who 
was a German, travelled far into the Interior of Virginia, and imagined 
that he had nearly approached the shores of the South Sea. He had 
made himself obnoxious to the people of Virginia, and sought refuge 
in Maryland, where he was well received by Sir Will. Talbot, who, 
finding him “ a modest and ingenious person and a pretty scholar,” 
says in the preface: “ I thought it common justice to give him an 
occasion of vindicating himself from what I had heard of him; which 
truly he did with so convincing reason and circumstance, as quite 
abolished those former impressions in me, and made me desire this 
account of his travels, which here you have faithfully rendered out of 
Latine from his owne writings, with an entire map of the territory 
traversed.”

Some people look upon the Rome edition as the first, some consider that the 
Cologne edition came before it. We are told in the Art de Verifier les Dates that the 
year in Cologne in the earlier part of the sixteenth century, began for ecclesiastical 
purposes at Christmas ; but that the civil and “court” practice was to begin it at 
Easter. Consequently the printer of the Imperial Secretary’s letter would have regarded 
as “ January 1523” the month which we should call January 1524. In that case the 
Rome edition would have preceded by two months the Cologne issue ; otherwise the 
Cologne edition must have preceded the Roman one by ten months. The existence of 
an edition printed ten months earlier in Cologne would render absurd the Pope’s man¬ 
date that no one should reprint anywhere else this particular book, or any other First 
Edition produced by Calvus. 

The Cologne edition has not only the date of the writing, October 24th, 1522, 
which is omitted by Calvus, but is generally better punctuated and more correctly 
printed. It has, for instance, on its fourth page duo hi reges, which is better than the 
duo ii reges, of the Roman ; likewise put a Alcxandri sexti instead of puto. On the 
other hand, the allusion to the city of Mexico as Tlxemistitan is better than tfce 
Tenostican of the Cologne book; while the phrase auctor circa rerum fidem quam 
elegantiam sermonis accuratior is evidently an intentional but questionably beneficial 
change made by the Cologne editor for the elegantia of the Roman edition. A better 
change is from illuc to Mine, and venirent to venerint, a little lower down. It seems 
quite plain that the Cologne edition was revised by a soholar either from an inde¬ 
pendent transcript, or from Calvi’s edition; while the Roman one was printed 
verbally from the transcript of the original sent to Calvi about November, 1522, by 
Francesco Cheregati, then Papal legate at Nurnberg. 

Notwithstanding all arguments to the contrary, however, the world will probably 
continue to believe in the priority of the Cologne edition.—There was no copy of either 
in Mr. Barlow’s collection: he had to content himself with the 1524 Roman reprint.

This work, which is uniform in size and style with that issued by the Austrian 
Government in 1892, was printed at the Imperial Press, Vienna. 

Since it was first announced in February, 1906, the author has had placed at his 
disposal so much interesting and new material, that it has been found necessary to 
considerably enlarge the contents of the book.

Octave S. Andree; which certainly point 
to the Midland Counties as its place of origin. The prominence given 
to Frideswide (two feasts) point to Oxford (the original dedication of 
Christ Church, Oxford, was to S. Frideswide), but equal prominence 
is given to S. Wulfstan, Bishop of Worcester, which would point to 
Worcester. SS. Faith and Andrew are also mentioned twice. 

The Calendar is written in blue, red and gold, according to the 
importance of the festivals, with the initials in burnished gold, and 
marginal borders with plain ivy and vine leaf terminals. 

The Office of the Dead, which was written at the same time as the 
Calendar (about 1350-60), is similarly illuminated, and in addition 
has a fine miniature at the beginning of the Office. The miniature to 
this Office usually represents a funeral service, but in the present case 
it appears rather to pourtray the induction of a probationer or novice. 

A celebrant and two priests in Cistercian habits are chanting from a 
book on a lectern, faced by three women, and a fonrth in violet robes, 
hooded, with the altar (or rood screen ?) as a background. The whole 
is a very forcible miniature in which gold, red and blue preponderate. 

Several passages have been carefully scraped out, e.g., versus Clamantes 
et dicentes advenisti redemptor, ps., De profundis clamavi, and others 
substituted probably because the original was not in accordance with 
the use to which it was eventually adapted. 

The remainder of the MS. was written and illuminated in England 
quite early iw the fifteenth century. It is in a heavy Gothic writing 
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HORvE B.V.M., continued :— £ s. d. 

with many small illuminated and pen letters. The first pages of 
the Offices are beautifully illuminated with large initial letters and 
broad borders, in four cases extending all round the page, in eight 
cases extending to three sides only. It is in the pure English style of 
that date, which is so well represented in the Owen Jones’ Psalter at 
South Kensington. 

This volume is a curious example of the way in which older MSS. 
were adapted for later use. It is quite possible that the older portion 
was originally of some local English use ; it does not conform exactly 
with either the Sarum or Roman use.

Apart, however, from its imperial associations, the 
volume contains perhaps the most interesting collection of drawings 
of children’s games and sports in existence.

Oxford and one at Cambridge. The first five are all more or less im¬ 
perfect, but I have not been able to consult the Cambridge codex.

The most complete of the B.M. codices contains under fifteen 
thousand lines ; the present contains over sixteen thousand lines.

lines. Although there is nothing internally to prove that it was 
written by Wicklif himself, if one may judge by the tone of authority 
displayed and the very forcible and vehement language used throughout 
the book, it can hardly be doubted that it was written by the great 
reformer himself. I do not remember anybody else to whom I could 
ascribe it. 

It begins thus:—

This is the. same opening as the tract “ The clergy may not hold 
property ” reprinted in Matthews’ English Works of Wyclif (E.E.T.S. 
1889) p. 362, and the MS. is concurrent with the printed text so far 
as/. 3, l. 11 (p. 363 line 22 of the printed text) when it branches off 
and becomes an entirely different treatise.

^hese extracts shew the depth of feeling the writer entertained 
against the beneficed clergy and the preaching friars, and the vehement 
language he used. 

The collation of the volume is sig. +, a-q in 8’s except sig. 1 which 
is in 6 leaves; sig's. h 8 , k 1} 1 6 and p 2 are missing. It is possible that 
sig. Z 6 contained the beginning of a second treatise on a precisely 
similar subject, but it is difficult to judge. From sig. m to the end 
the manuscript, although written by the same hand as the preceding 
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WICKLIF, continued :— 

portion, differs from it in several respects. The date of the hand¬ 
writing might easily be placed so early as a.d. 1375, and equally so 
late as a.d. 1425: I have adopted the mean, i.e. a.d. 1400. In any 
case the writer anticipated by five hundred years the authors of that 
most illuminating doctrine that the Church would be richer were it 
poorer! 

At the end occur the words in red, Amen : amen so mot it be. Deo 
Gracias, and the inscription “ The vycar of Byllyngshurst whiche is of 
good z vertuos of his lyvyng owyth this lytyll boke.” Billinghurst is 
a village a few miles from Horsham in Sussex.

Archbishop of Canterbury in Henry Ill’s time, but he is not likely to 
have bean the author of the sermon attributed to him. 

The MS. belonged, in Henry VII's time, to someone who has filled 
the blank page, 68, with an amusing letter to his parents, as follows:— 

“ Ryght welbelouede father and mother—I haue me recomended 
vnto yow dessyereing youe to sende me yowre dayly blessyng ye wyshe 
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is batter to me then all ye worldley goodes I praye youe to sende me 
a grote for to paye my quarterage C ” “I pray you to send me a payer 
of Bhoues and sones and I praye yow to send me a cape and a gerdelle 

and I pray yow to send me a purese.” 

The names of John Baker and John Wood, written in the sixteenth 

century, are both found in the book.

In the E astern Province have happened all 
the Kaffir wars, the undue missionary interference in political matters, the causes of 
the racial feeling between British and Dutch—Slagter’s Nek—the great trek which led 
ultimately to the establishment of Natal and the Transvaal, and therefore, indirectly, 
to the troubles of later times, which culminated in the late Anglo-Boer War.

« In the above monograph Mr. Lees gives an illuminative and instructive reading 
of the history of art as it is exemplified by the drawings in the collection of M. 

Wauters, that such masters as Raphael, Leonardo, Tintoretto, Titian, Correggio, 

Rubens, Rembrandt, Van Dyck, Diirer, Holbein, made for their pictures. 

Mr. Wauters’ collection is exceedingly rich in fine examples of these drawings, 
which are of extreme biographical and historical interest; in his possession are 
original studies made for such famous pictures as Michelangelo’s Last Judgement, 

Paolo Veronese’s Martyrdom of St. George, Van Dyck’s Martyrdom of St. Peter,

This is Mr. Hoskier’s first word since 1890. * It is intended as a supplement to 
and complement of the works of Cureton, Crowfoot, Baethgen, Rendel Harris, 
Chase, Lewis, Hjelt, Ciasca, Hill, Hogg, and others on the “Old Syriac,” 
Diatessaron arab., and the earliest Versions, with special reference to the Keys 
afforded in the Latin documents of every age. 

A Supplement provides in three Appendices the fresh evidence, by collation

Mr. Hoskier’s forthcoming publication “ Codex B and its allies, a study and an 
indictment,” is a sequel to his “ Genesis of the Versions” and a reply to his 
critics as to the infallibility of the B family when put to the test of catholic 
antiquity ; and a further reply to their ideas of an independent Greek text under¬ 
lying the Versions, as against a version tradition influencing the oldest Greek texts. 

Mr. Hoskier has had the advantage of Von Soden’s recently published text and 
notes, to render his work complete and up to date, and the various matters 
discussed cannot help but arouse fresh interest in this complicated field of study. 

Mr. Hoskier prints in the second volume an elaborate table of passages (over 3000 
in number) where s and B are opposed to each other in the Gospels alone, with the 
supporting evidence also brought up to date. This volume alone cannot fail to be 
of use for reference purposes. The price has not yet been fixed.

This most interesting work falls naturally into two parts, a. Chantilly and its 
History, b. The Mus6e Cond6. Five chapters of the latter part are devoted to an account 
of some of the magnificent manuscripts which are one of the glories of this collection. 
A collection which included any one of such gems as the Trds Riches Heures du Due 
de Berry, the forty miniatures by Fouquet from the Book of Hours of Etienne 
Chevalier, the Psalter of Queen Ingeburge, the Breviary of Jeanne d’Evreux, would 
be famous. The Mus6e Cond6 is the fortunate possessor of these and many other 
treasures hardly less important. It is equally rich in masterpieces of every other 
branch of the arts and crafts of all ages. Twenty-three reproductions of the 
miniatures of the manuscripts mentioned are included among the plates.

This work, compiled at the instance of the Corporation of London, is of a 
more comprehensive character than would be inferred from the title. In pre¬ 
paring it the author, who had been amassing materials for many years previously 
to being officially retained by the Corporation, has carefully examined the 
voluminous records of the City preserved at Guildhall, numerous manuscript 
authorities at the Record Office, the British Museum, and in the Library of St. 

Paul’s Cathedral, as well as several hundred wills at Somerset House and Lambeth 
Palace, and has consulted a large number of printed books and contemporary 
newspapers. 

The contents of these volumes comprise complete chronological lists of the 
Aldermen of each of the Wardd (originally 24 in number, increased in the 14th 
century to 25, and in the 16th to 26), from the early years of Edward I. (c 1275) 
to the present time. In these lists details are given, wherever such information 
is attainable, noting the names of candidates nominated by the Wards from whom, 
up to 1714, the final selection was made by the Court of Aldermen, and since that 
date the numbers polled at all contested elections. 

Excursuses are appended dealing with the translation of Aldermen from one 
Ward to another, the Aldermanic veto, Aldermanic Knights and Baronets, the 
early Lansdowne MS. list of Aldermen, the Aldermen and the Livery Companies. 

To the last-named of these, which comprises lists of Aldermen arranged chrono¬ 
logically under their respective Cotnpanies, an important note is appended on the 
strength of the various Companies in the Court of Aldermen in the reign of 
Richard II., a matter on which a totally erroneous representation of the facts has 
hitherto been accepted, even by such authorities as Bishop Stubbs and Mr. Round. 

There is a valuable article, covering 68 pages, on the parliamentary services 
of Aldermen of London representing either the City or other constituencies. This 
includes the most complete record ever published of the elections for the City 
from the earliest period, and of the numbers polled at every contest since 1690. 

To these are appended details of the votes of civic personages in the chief parlia¬ 
mentary divisions of the last two centuries. 

The work also includes a general chronological list of Aldermen arranged 
according to the dates of their respective first elections, giving details, wherever 
such are available, of the civic and other offices held by them, and their actual or 
approximate dates of death. This list is carried back about half a centuiy earlier 
than in the Ward Lists, viz., to the early part of Henry III.’s reign, and is here 
brought down to the end of the 14th century, a few years beyond the close of the 
period of annual elections, being preceded by a comprehensive summary of such 
information as can be derived from more ancient sources than the City Records as 
to the identity of the Aldermen of the 12th and early 13th centuries, in which, as 
in the Ward Lists, the value of the work is materially enhanced by the footnotes 
giving full references to the original authorities.

which, in addition to the concluding portion of the chronological list of Aldermen,
